Abundance of coal and iron exists in 


every province in China, the coa! field 
oi Shansi alone being probably 
the 


largest which is yet 
known in the 


world, while each of the other valuable 
minerals, except 
platinum, 
invites 


profitable work in many parts of the 
empire. The use of most of these earth 
products, as well as certain 
methods 


of obtaining them, has indeed 
been 


known to the Chinese for thousands of 
years. The tradition that coa! was the 
chief fuel of the people many centuries 
before its value was known in Europe, 
at a period anterior to the Christian. 
era, is to a certain extent confirmed by 
Marco Poio, whose remarks on the sub- 
ject indicate that the use of it ob- 
served by him as being general must 
have begun long before his tiirse. 
"It 


is a fact that all over the country of 
Cathay there is a kind of black stone 
existing in beds in the 
mountains 


which they dig out and burn like fire- 
wood. It is true that they have plenty 
of firewood also, but they do not burn 
it, because these stones burn better and 
cost less."—Yule's '''Marco Polo," Vol. 
I., p. 395. But though this long-con- 
tinued usage of coal by hundreds of 
millions of people may seem to render 
it doubtful whether any considerable 
quantity is left, it is. on the contrary, 
practically certain that this residue im- 
measurably exceeds ail that in many 
ages has yet been recovered. Partly 
owing to the superstitious fear of let- 
ting out the "earth dragon," and chief- 
ly, I imagine, frdifl Ignorance of ef- 
ficient measures of pumping, the soil 
has nowhere been pierced below -water 
level, and I believe that no shafts are 
deeper than 100 feet. In fact, not only 
coal, but other minerals have 
been 


taken merely from the surface, and, 
according to all experience, therefore 
what remains belo-w must be in vastly- 
greater quantities.—The Contemporary 
Review.

is a nervous affection usually, most 
prevalent during the spring and early 
summer, from which the poorer classes 
and more especially 
those living in 


populous towns rarely if ever suff-ar. 
It is knc'wa only to the educated.whose 
nervous systems are highly developed, 
and thougn not in any sense danger- 
ous, it is at al! times very irritating 
and troublesome. 
The smell of hay, 


grass, the pollen of flowers, the odor 
of fruit, dust or draught will generate 
the complaint or excite an attack in 
persons subject to it; but rain or damp 
weather invariably brings relief. 
At 


one time it was generally =upposed 
that the odor of hay when being mown 
or carted could alone induce the affec- 
tion, which is 
closely 
analogous !.o 


asthma, but recent observation shows 
that its prevalence is entirely inde- 
pendent of the existence of hay fields, 
and is reaiiy a nervous derangement. 
A visit to the seaside, a trip to sea, or 
residence in a populous town, will.how- 
ever, remove the asthmatic tendency, 
but one of the best remedies is tobac- 
co smoke, retained in the 
mouth ns 


long as possible. 
The inhalation of 


the steam of ten drops of creosote in 
a pint of hot water is also good, or 20 
drops of spirit of camphor to the same 
quantity of water makes a very effec- 
tive inhalation. But the affection bfl- 
ing ft nervous one. tonics and nour- 
ishing diets are 
more essential th-in 


any of these palliatives, wuich merely 
afford temporary relief."—Washington 
Star.

Leird called 
at the Lynch home one evening expect- 
ing to meet Mrs. Lynch. Instead, how- 
ever, he found the man he had wrong- 
ed waiting for him. Lynch seized a 
hatchet and1 stepped forward, and as 
he did so Leird drew a revolver and 
began shooting. Lynch fell with two 
bullets through his body and Leird fled, 
but was soon arrested. 


Lynch was put to bed and lived for- 


ty-eight hours. When the sheet upon 
which he had lain was washed and 
tumg out in the sun it was observed 
that a large blood stain had not washed 
out. 
Closer inspection revealed a re- 


markable resemblance to a human face 
in the outlines of the stain and to the 
horror of the first beholders they rec- 
ognized the features of Leird. 
The 


sheet was hastily taken into the house, 
and since that time hundreds have seen 
it. At the suggestion of some person 
who does not love the grewsome, an at- 
tempt was made to remove the stains 
with acid, but it was found impossible 
to make the likeness fade away alto- 
gether, although it was greatly weak- 
ened. Immediately after the shooting 
Mrs. 
Lynch disappeared, and all at- 


tempts to locate her have been in vain.

The harm- 
lessness of the bomb is its flaw, say 
these vindictive persons, and the only 
way to stop a cat concert is to mas- 
sacre all the performers. 
But the

is a boon to humanity and it certainly 
would provide more exciting entertain- 
ment than the ordinary missile.—Ex.
